Hogs and Cattle

Do your sows 


watch their waistlines? 


¥ om sows can eat you right out of your hog profits. 


In the first place, it’s a waste of money to put unnecessary 
weight on sows and gilts. And there is considerable evidence 
that small litters, weak pigs and farrowing troubles result when 
sows and gilts get too fat. 


Because these troubles need to be avoided to protect profits, 
I find that more and more Iowa farmers are stressing the 
proper handling of sows and gilts. And since the problem 
varies between herds, proper feeding is probably the touchiest 
part of brood sow and gilt management. 


For example, some breeds and crosses tend to restrict their 
own feed intake. Weight control is then fairly easy. Some others 
tend to overeat and get too heavy. 


There are some general principles that most good hog men 
follow, however. Perhaps you’ll find a useable idea in the following 
summary: 


Replacement gilts. Make your final selection when littermates 
are ready for market. Make sure their ration contains high 
quality protein, vitamins and minerals. Gilts have some growing 
and developing to do before they are bred. If you short-change 
them now it will show in their first litters. 


Separate sows. Keep sows and gilts separate, especially during 
gestation. Bigger, stronger sows may rob gilts, preventing them 
from getting an adequate amount of feed. Don’t skimp on feeder 
space for sows ... provide one feeder hole for each three sows. 
You don’t want them fat, but they can be too thin. Separate the 
feeding and watering areas from the sleeping area so sows and 
gilts get needed exercise.

Indemnity payments for 
brucellosis reactors 


To the Editor: I would 
like some information on 
what terms a person re- 
ceives payment for brucel- 
losis-reacting cattle after 
they are tested. Can you 
have your cattle appraised 
before the test and get the 
appraisal price for them? 
Mrs. E. B., Winneshiek 
county, Iowa. 


Indemnity payments may be 
made on brucellosis reactors 
sent to market from herds which 
have been completely tested for 
brucellosis. 

If your herd shows a sus- 
picious ring test or shows re- 
actors in individual tests, the 
state or county will pay for 
testing the entire herd. The 
veterinarian appraises each ani- 
mal at the time the blood sample 
is taken. 

The results of the tests are 
returned to the veterinarian. 
He tags and brands the reactors. 
After the reactors are sent to 
slaughter, a statement of the 
salvage value is sent to the 
State Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

The state pays an indemnity 
of one-third of the difference 
between appraised and salvage 
value up to a maximum of $12.50 
on grade animals and $25 on 
purebreds. A similar payment 
is available from the federal 
government. 

Payments are made on pure- 
bred males and females and on 
grade females. No payments 
are made on grade males. 





Good oils don’t need 
special additives 


To the Editor: The serv- 
iceman who delivers gas- 
oline to my farm is trying 
to sell me an additive for 
the oil used in my tractor 
and car. Is an additive 
worth the cost?—S. L., Linn 
county, Iowa. 


The quality of a good crank- 
case oil is not likely to be im- 
proved by using additives, ac- 
cording to S. L. Vogel, North 
Dakota agricultural engineer. 

Many manufacturers caution 
against the use of additives for 
oil. Some specify that any guar- 
antee on the engine will be in- 
valid if adcitives are used. 

It’s generally a good practice 
to follow the instructions on 
fuel and oil specifications that 
are found in your operator’s 
manual. 

“It seems logical,” says Vogel, 
“that if something could be 
added to improve good oils, the 
major oil companies would be 
adding it in their own re- 
fineries.”

Washington Report 





Urgent work on 
new wheat plans 


HE WHEAT PROBLEM has 
held the farm program lime- 
light for the past month or so. 
Congress pushed back the an- 
nouncing of next year’s quotas 
2 weeks from May 15 to June 1. 
If no new wheat program is 
passed by congress and signed 
by the president, the present 
program will continue. USDA 
must now announce quotas by 
June 1, but congress may still 
pass new legislation prior to fall 
planting time. 

The Wheat Grower’s Associ- 
ation, National Grange, and 
other supporters of a two-price 
wheat plan have given up for 
this year. In general, this plan 
is highly favored by Great Plains 
wheat growers. 

It would provide 100 percent 
of parity for the portion of the 
crop used for human consump- 
tion in United States. Export 
prices would be pegged at the 
world market. Remaining wheat 
would move a price comparable 
to corn. 

The administration wheat pro- 
posal is at the other extreme. 
It would increase allotments 50 
percent for the next 3 years, and 
put price supports at 75 to 90 
percent of the 3-year moving 
average. 

Then allotments would be 
dropped in 1963. And wheat 
would be supported at 90 per- 
cent of the 3-year average. This 
means wheat prices would de- 
cline to around $1.25 or less in 
3 or 4 years. 

Neither of these plans has a 
chance of being passed by con- 
gress and signed by the presi- 
dent. So some acceptable com- 
promise is being sought. A 
whole batch of in-between bills 
have been introduced. 

The senate has passed a bill 
providing a 3-way choice for 
wheat growers in 1960 and 1961. 
They are: 


1. Comply with present 
allotments and get supports 
at 65 percent of parity. 

2. Plant 10 percent less 
than allotment, and get sup- 
ports at 75 percent of par- 
ity. 

3. Plant 20 percent less 
than allotment, and get 80 
percent of parity supports. 


The senate bill also limits 
price support payments for any 
and all crops to any individual 
farmer to $35,000. Over-plant- 
ing penalties are increased, and 
marketing quotas tightened up. 

The 15-acre exemption would 
be reduced to 12 acres. And 
farmers would be permitted to 
grow all the wheat they want 
for feed or food use on their 
own farm. 

A house bill under considera- 
tion cuts allotments 25 percent, 
and pushes supports back up to 
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90 percent of parity. Diverted 
land couldn’t be put in any other 
price supported crop, or in the 
soil bank. If it is left idle, in- 
kind payments equal to one- 
third a normal crop would be 
paid the farmer. 

A referendum of growers 
would be held before this plan 
would be put into effect. The 
alternative choice would be 
elimination of all allotments 
and supports at 50 percent of 
parity. 

Even if one of these bills 
should pass the hurdles in 
both houses, a big question 
mark remains. Will Presi- 
dent Eisenhower sign them? 


Wheat growers now doubt if 
they can get a favorable wheat 
plan passed into law. So they 
would just as soon stay with the 
present program next year. 
It provides for the same allot- 
ments, a national minimum of 
55 million acres, and supports at 
the 75 percent of parity mini- 
mum. 

Reportedly, there is only one 
program change that Secretary 
Benson can legally make in the 
absence of new legislation. He 
could offer supports on wheat 
grown by non-compliers at the 
same level as supports to com- 
pliers. This step would kill off 
the old wheat program in a 
hurry, boosting production to 
ridiculous levels.

Cee has shown con- 

siderable interest in putting 
a top limit on price support 
loans to one individual. As men- 
tioned above, the senate wheat 
bill puts a $35,000 limit on all 
price support payments. 

The house has voted a $50,000 
limit on crop loans to one farm. 
It found quite a bit of across- 
the-board support. Tho Republi- 
can-sponsored, it was backed by 
Farmers Union and many north- 
ern Democrats. 

Southern Democratic con- 
gressmen opposed the limita- 
tions vigorously. The National 
Council of Farmer Cooperatives 
also have fought against any 
limitation on price support 
loans.

Dairying faces changing times 


Fewer herds and cows, but farmers boost 


milk production per cow and herd size 


By Dick Hagen 

IG, IMPORTANT, and rapidly chang- 

ing—this seems to describe dairying 
in the total agricultural picture. 

In 1957, Iowa farmers sold dairy pro- 
ducts worth $172 million. This repre- 
sented 8 percent of the state’s gross farm 
income. Dairy income dropped in 1958. 
Lower feed costs plus increased produc- 
tion per cow are likely to increase 1959 
gross income a bit. 

Milk prices are steady because the 
national support price of $3.06 per cwt. 
remains the same as last year. Cow num- 
bers will continue to decline. 


Fewer cows and more production 
are only part of this revolution that’s 
sure to put pressure on your dairy 
operation. 


Floyd Arnold, Iowa State College ex- 
tension dairyman, points to these signifi- 
cant changes: 


1. Herd numbers are decreasing, but 
size of herd continues to grow. 

Milk cows were kept on 9 out of 10 
Iowa farms in 1940. This figure is now 
about 7 out of 10. In the last 5 years 
alone, 30,000 Iowa farmers have quit 
milking. 

But the number of herds with 20 or 
more cows increased 34 percent from 
1950 to 1955. 

2. Production per cow and total pro- 
duction continue to increase. 

Since 1944, Iowa cow numbers have 
dropped 30 percent while production per 
cow has increased 37 percent. Dairy 
farmers are feeding their cows more and 
better feed. Improved breeding and man- 
agement are part of this picture, too. 

3. Market demands are changing. 

Consumer buying habits are changing. 
Use of butter has dropped sharply—due 
to increased use of margarine and to 
development of calorie conscious diets. 
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Ice cream, cheese, and low-fat milk pro- 
ducts are becoming more popular. 

This is forcing a real change for small 
Iowa creameries. They were developed 
around buttermaking. But even greater 
emphasis on quality has failed to keep up 
butter consumption. 

As a result, many small creameries 
have dropped out of business. Or they’ve 
merged into larger units that can handle 
fluid milk and make products other than 
butter. 

About 80 percent of our dairy products 
moved off the farm as cream as late as 
1946. Now cream is less than 60 percent 
of dairy sales off Iowa farms. 

Increasing use of bulk tanks and bulk 
pickup are helping speed the shift to 
whole milk marketing. 

Iowa dairy farms are producing three 
times the amount of milk and dairy pro- 
ducts consumed in the state. So a good 
part of the output must cross state lines. 
It’s easiest to sell when it’s in a form and 
of a quality that consumers want. 

What’s in the future? Looking ahead 
to 1975, Purdue University economists 
indicate: 


@ The need for milk will increase 31 
percent. Increased population accounts 
for most of this. Per capita consumption 
of dairy products is expected to remain 
about 450 pounds yearly (of this, 305 
pounds is fresh whole milk). 


@ The anticipated increase in produc- 
tion per cow will provide the extra amount 
needed, so cow numbers need not increase. 


@ The expected decrease in number of 
farms keeping cows is 22 percent. 

“In Iowa, the decrease is apt to be 
greater. Many of our herds are too small 
to be efficient in terms of labor, buildings, 
and equipment,” says Arnold. 

Dairy farmers have lagged far behind 
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cash crop producers in reducing labor re- 
quirements. A recent Michigan study 
showed an average milking rate of 14 
cows per hour for 80 percent of the 
D.H.1L.A. members. Dairymen using ef- 
ficient milking parlors milked 30 to 50 
or more an hour. 


There’s no doubt that dairying is 
going thru a tightening-up process. 
It’s no longer a side-line occupation. 
Those who stay in the business are 
doing so in a more efficient, and often 
bigger, way. 


Six years ago, Rueben Boe, Winneshiek 
county, Iowa, completed a loose housing 
and milking parlor setup. He figured 
they were set to stay in the dairy business. 

“We've got to make some more changes 
now, tho,” says Boe. “Our increasing 
herd is putting a real squeeze on labor.” 

They’re planning a double-4 herring- 
bone parlor. Handling more cows in less 
time should ease their labor shortage. 

Loose housing and parlor milking are 
well established now. The switch to grade 
A milk along with easier milking and less 
manure handling have sold many folks on 
these methods. 

Stanchion-type barns are conventional 
for the majority of Iowa farmers. About 
80 percent still use stanchions. 

But regardless of your setup, there’s 
no substitute for good breeding, top qual- 
ity roughages, and sound management. 

Cow pools are new and uncertain. How- 
ever, many folks feel they'll remain with 
us. As management becomes more skilled, 
these huge milking centers are likely to 
become more popular. 

What’s ahead for the individual dairy- 
man? His investment will continue to 
increase. But he'll be doing more work 
in less time and with less effort 

Some operators will profit most from 
the new things that come along in dairy- 
ing. 

They are the ones who watch for new 
techniques, and quickly adapt those which 
will help them in their particular herd, 
market, and farm.

UNE DAIRY MONTH promotions have 

become a tradition in United States. 
Milk producers get a huge amount of co- 
operation from city newspapers and mag- 
azines.

Dairymen have been plagued by sur- 
pluses for years. But they’re making 
headway. Government purchases of but- 
ter, cheese, and dry milk are dropping 
sharply. Indications are that milk pro- 
ducers are on the way out of their prob- 
lem 

Dairymen have already made huge ad- 
justments. Small producers have dropped 
out. Big producers have gotten bigger. 
They can point to a marvelous record of 
efficiency. Production per cow has 
zoomed. 

High labor requirements have been 
slashed with elevated milking parlors, 
pipeline milking systems, and bulk tanks. 
Now the cow pool idea threatens to dis- 
rupt the industry still more. 

It looks like we might just as well ex- 
pect change, and try to get used to it

week? Farmers will be asking for more 
adult and young-adult training, educa- 
tional leaders believe. 

Many groups that serve agriculture are 
taking stock of their programs these days. 
They hope to be able to foresee changes 
that are coming so they can make plans 
to take them in stride. 

One such group, state supervisors of 
agricultural education, met recently at the 
Adjustment Center at Ames. Some di- 
rections that vocational agriculture train- 
ing may take came from the meeting.

Stop the Big Checks! 


IG PRICE SUPPORT checks have 
been getting a lot of publicity in anti- 
farmer newspapers and magazines re- 
cently. And apparently congress feels 
the heat. 

Both the house and the senate have 
voted for a limit on loans made to any one 
farmer. The house put the limit at $50,- 
000, while the senate favored a $35,000 
limit. 

This is a healthy sign, and indicates a 
basic change in farm program philosophy. 
The big loans are relatively few. USDA 
says only 117 wheat farmers got loans of 
more than $50,000 last year. And only 14 
loans above $50,000 were made to corn 
growers. 


But few as they are, they are inde- 
fensible! The primary goal of the 
price support-allotment program is to 
bolster farm income. And why should 
society bolster the income of million- 
aires? 


If the program was actually aimed at 
helping all farmers by balancing produc- 
tion with demand, then it might make 
sense to make the same offer to all pro- 
ducers, regardless of size. 


But the allotment part of the price 
support program is so weak and’ ineffec- 
tive it is almost meaningless. Congress 
and agriculture secretaries have consis- 
tently refused to put teeth in the regu- 
lations. 


Land taken out of corn went into sor- 
ghum or beans. In the dry areas, summer 
fallow land was put into the soil bank. 
So it’s not correct to say the price support

286 voc-ag departments, all but eight have 
adult evening classes. 


Another suggestion was to provide 
more flexibility in the voc-ag curriculum. 
The top half of the class, and particularly 
college-bound boys, should be permittted 
to drop the shop courses. 


Then they could take chemistry, biol- 
ogy, and other sciences, plus more mathe- 
matics and English. This type course is 
likely to give students a better base for 
their college classes. 

Some voc-ag teachers and leaders don’t 
agree on this approach, however. They 
feel the present voc-ag course fits boys 
well for farming, farm-related jobs, or 
college. Yet manual skill development is 
of minor value to most boys in later life. 


One thing—our voc-ag courses must be 
kept flexible enough to adjust to the needs 
of rural people. 
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loans were “buying” potential production. 

Iowa farmers voted overwhelmingly 
for limiting loans in a Wallaces Farmer 
Poll taken in 1957. The question pro- 
posed a $15,000 limitation. While 66 per- 
cent thought it would be a good idea— 
only 10 percent felt it was a poor idea. 

One of the peculiar things is that the 
same people and organizations who want 
to kill the price support program have 
fought hardest against any limitation on 
the size of loans! 


Facts Behind the 
Farm Problem 


HE FIRST of a series of articles we’ve 

scheduled on agriculture adjustment 
begins on page 24. Managing Editor Al 
Bull is working hard to bring the eco- 
nomic facts behind our situation into 
sharp focus. 

Some of the farm policy statements 
coming from Washington and elsewhere 
appear ridiculous when the facts are 
known. The goal of some spokesmen is to 
distort and mislead. Some politicians are 
more interested in getting votes than they 
are in really solving the farm problem. 

That’s why democracy works best with 
a well informed public. We now have an 
excellent source of factual background 
information at the Center for Agricultural 
Adjustment at Iowa State College. 

With the help of researchers at the 
Center, we hope to give readers a much 
fuller and more accurate picture of the 
farm problem in the months ahead. 
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IT TOOK a $2,000 bigger gross to re- 
turn $244 more net income to the average 
Iowa farmer last year. Gross income was 
a record $14,313. Average net was $5,344. 
A good part of the $2,000 jump in ex- 
penses went for feeder livestock and the 
purchased feeds. 


SS 
FARMLAND PRICES reached another 
new high on March 1, averaging 6 percent 
higher than one year earlier. Average 
value of land in Iowa is put at $239 an 
acre. We rank fifth among the largely 
agricultural states—after California, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, and Ohio. California is 
boosted into first place with $308 per 
acre by irrigated land that ranges in value 
up to $5,000. 


WHY DO LAND PRICES keep going 
up in spite of the squeeze on farm income? 
About half the sales in the cornbelt have 
been going for farm enlargement. Getting 
ahold of more land to farm is one way to 
fight the cost-price squeeze. Another boost 
for land prices comes from purchases 
made by city people as a hedge against 
inflation. 


THE COST of getting started in farming 
continues to zoom. The major routes to 
farm ownership are rapidly being reduced 
to a “fortunate birth or convenient mar- 
rage.” A vo-ag educator remarked re- 
cently: “It looks like we should counsel 
boys into becoming doctors or lawyers if 
they’re anxious to own a farm. This seems 
to be the major route to farm ownership 
today.”

Swine need shade and water.. . 


Hog gains cut by heat 


By Dick Seim 
Shane takes a toll in most swine herds 
every summer. Few good hog pro- 
ducers actually lose many pigs. But al- 
most all experience a cut in production 
efficiency 
Figures compiled by the USDA show 
relative performance at different tem- 
peratures. For example, a 100-pound pig 
takes 2.55 pounds of feed per pound of 
gain at 70 degrees. 


Boost the temperature to 90 de- 
grees, and the same pig will require 
4.7 pounds of feed per pound of gain. 


With 200-pound hogs, the spread is a 
little wider. Four pounds of feed for a 
pound of gain at 70 degrees—11 pounds 
at 90 degrees 

Hogs begin to definitely show effects 
of heat at about 80 degrees. As the tem- 
perature climbs above this point, the 
breathing rate increases steadily. 

At 90 degrees and above, hogs are 
breathing as fast as 150 to 200 times per 
minute. Panting is obvious. Body tem- 
peratures of the animals are raised. 

The reason for this reaction is that 
most of a hog’s heat loss at high tempera- 
tures is thru breathing. A hog doesn’t 
sweat. So it must use other methods of 
keeping cool 

These include shade, wallows or water 
sprays that allow hogs to get wet. Air 


movement combined with shade or water 
also helps. 

Hogs also may reduce feed intake. 
This cuts down the amount of energy con- 
verted. But the producer wants to avoid 
this. He wants hogs to continue eating 
well and gaining. 

The answer is to keep the animals as 
comfortable as possible during hot days. 
Even during “cool” summers, there are 
a number of days when the thermometer 
reaches high levels. 

“Keep a close watch on hogs on hot 
days,” advises Kenneth Royer, Dallas 
county, Iowa. “When it gets around 95 
to 100 I check the hogs every 2 hours,” 
he says. 


Royer uses portable shades in his 
hog pasture. When the temperature 
is high he wets the ground under the 
shades, and may sprinkle a little 
water on the hogs. 


In his main farrowing house, an ex- 
haust fan helps move warm air out. He’s 
considering installing fog nozzles in his 
fattening pens. Royer raises about 850 
hogs a year. 

Another hog producer who’s thinking 
about putting in a sprinkler system is 
Herb Andrews, Mahaska county, Iowa. 
“A little moisture helps cool hogs,” he 
says. 

Andrews farrowed sows in a converted 
barn last summer without trouble. He has

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a large fan, plus the fan in a space heater 
that he uses to move air. He’s also able 
to get good cross ventilation thru doors 
and windows. 

Howard Boll, another Dallas county 
producer, has his hogs on pasture in the 
summer. This year he’s using two corru- 
gated steel shelters for shade. 

“I also find hayracks are good for 
shade,” he adds. “You can move them 
around easily.” 

Shade is a necessity for summer 
hogs. Good air movement thru the 
shaded area also is important. Add 
water to this combination, and hot 
hogs can be made much more com- 
fortable. 

Experiments at Purdue University have 
shown the value of water combined with 
shade for cooling hogs. Hogs cooled by 
shade plus a water spray gained about 
one-fifth of a pound more per day than 
hogs with shade alone. (See accompany- 
ing table.) 

In both 1956 and 1957, these tests also 
included shade plus a wallow. In 1956, 
hogs on this treatment gained almost as 
well as hogs under shade and spray. But 
in 1957, probably because of an influenza 
outbreak, hogs in the wallow group made 
the poorest gains. 

Low-gallonage nozzles for use in sprink- 
ler systems are available. You can get 
nozzles that will deliver as little as one to 
5 gallons per hour. You'll have to suit 
nozzles to your water to get 
the right amount.

To the Editor: A Sac county 
man comments on paying $1,000 
for a car in 1942, as well as re- 
ceiving $1.50 for his corn the 
same year. 

That is a typical statement, 
made by many who wish to con- 
fuse and mislead people. The 
fact is that most people were 
fortunate to obtain a car at any 
price in 1942. 

As for corn prices, my account 
book lists corn prices I received 
from 52 cents to 95 cents from 
the fall of 1942 to the winter 
of 1943. That, mind you, is on 
a yield of about 30 bushels per 
acre, as compared to an average 
of 50 bushels at present. Dur- 
ing the past 6 years, corn has 
averaged better than $1 per 
bushel except the wet corn of 
last year. Furthermore, I can 
buy a car comparable to the 
1940-41 $1,000 car for $2,600.— 
A farmer, Redwood county, 
Minn. 


. In your April 18 issue 
a reader from Sac county said 
that his father sold his corn in 
1942 for $1.50 per bushel. He 
must have had a good market 
for his corn as the price in Chi- 
cago was between 74% cents 
and $1.13 in 1942. 

It would be surprising if corn 
was ever over $1 in Iowa in 
1942, I received 77 cents for 
mine.

“good old days.” 

If your reader paid $3,200 for 
a car he certainly got more of 
a luxury car than his father got 
for $1,000.— Donald Quinlan, 
Champaign county, IIl.

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Changes in county 
government 


PrARM FOLKS will be inter- 

ested in some changes in 
county government made during 
the recent session of the Iowa 
legislature. 

One change makes it much 
easier to zone rural areas. In 
the past, zoning by the board 
of supervisors required approval 
of a majority of the landowners 
involved. The need for such ap- 
proval was eliminated. 

Supervisors also were given 
power to require, and charge 
reasonable fees for, building 
permits for commercial struc- 
tures in zoned areas. 

Restaurants, theatres, and 
other business establishments 
outside cities and towns were 
made subject to regulation and 
licensing by boards of super- 
visors 

Tho the legislature failed to 
pass a bill which would permit 
combining of two or more coun- 
ties, it did make some direct 
changes in county government 

County officers, except for at- 
torney and supervisors, were 
placed on staggered 4-year 
terms. Term of office for both 
county attorney and board of 
supervisors is fixed by the state 
constitution The staggered 
terms mean that not all of the 
elected officers will be chosen 
during a single election. 

As of Jan. 1, 1961, the present 
elective office of county coro- 
ner is abolished. It will be re- 
placed with a county medical 
examiner appointed by _ the 
board of supervisors. The medi- 
cal examiner must be a doctor 
of medicine or a doctor of os- 
teopathy. 


Another change may 
clear the way for saving 
some tax dollars. 


Counties are now permitted 
to combine two or more offices, 
except county attorney and 
county engineer. In many coun- 
ties, particularly those with low 
population, the courthouse work 
load isn’t heavy enough to keep 
existing officials busy Of 
course, the change can be made 
only with voter approval. 

The legislature also op- 
ened the door for higher 
county taxes. 

It raised from $200,000 to 
$500,000 the maximum bond is- 
sue to establish a county hos- 
pital. To retire these bonds, 
a levy up to 2 mills is permitted 
in counties with less than 135,- 
000 population. In counties with 
more people, the maximum levy 
is 3% mills 

Counties are also permitted 
to levy up to 2 mills more for 
ordinary county revenue during 
the next 2 years. The additional 
levy must be approved by the 
state comptroller and the state 
auditor, however.

Ensiling oats 
boosts value 


Livestock men find oat forage 
gives more return than grain 


OATS will go into the silo on 

many lowa farms again 
this year. Harvesting the crop 
as silage instead of grain can 
double its value for beef and 
dairy producers. 

A ton of the forage will pro- 
duce about the same poundage 
of total digestible nutrients as 
15 bushels of oats grain. 


Silage yields per acre 
vary with the crop and the 
stage at which it’s cut. But 
in general, a field will yield 
one ton of silage for every 
8 bushels of grain you esti- 
mate it will produce. 


The best stage for cutting... 
that depends. Oats harvested at 
the flowering stage are the most 
nutritive. Protein content and 
digestibility are high. 

But total production may be 
highest at the soft dough stage. 
Carbohydrates are higher, too. 
This means fermentation and 
preservation will be better. 

Preservatives may be needed 
for oat forage ensiled much 
ahead of the early dough stage, 
for best results. 


Molasses or sodium metabi- 
sulfite are possibilities. For oats 
harvested at the flowering to 
early milk stage, 60 to 70 pounds 
of molasses or 6 to 8 pounds of 
bisulfite per ton of forage are 
suggested by University of Neb- 
raska agronomist John W. 
Schmidt. 


Oat forage should be ensiled 
at 65 to 70 percent moisture... 
about the same as other grass 
silages. ‘ 

In the early dough stage, oats 
will be at about this moisture 
level. The crop can be direct- 
cut and ensiled, in many cases. 

When moisture content is 
high, it’s advisable to wilt the 
crop to recommended moisture. 
Or, you can use a preservative 
when you ensile. 


To get most of a crop at 
a specific stage, you may 
have to begin cutting a little 
early. In hot, dry weather, 
oats mature rapidly. 


If the crop is too dry, it won’t 
pack easily. This can lead to 
spoilage. 

Doug Olson, Boone county, 
Iowa, uses a squeeze test to 
determine when oat forage is 
ready to go in the silo. 

“If you can squeeze a drop 
of moisture out of it, it’s too 
green,” Olson says. 

He cuts his oats with his 
mower, with a swather attached. 
Then he lets the crop wilt in 
the swath for about 15 minutes 
before he chops it. 

Olson aims to catch the crop 
at the soft dough stage. This 
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often comes around July 4, he 
observes. 

Oat silage goes in the upright 
silo in Olson’s operation. It 
takes 12 to 15 acres to fill it. 

“I'd put all my oat crop in if 
I had more silo room,” he says. 

He feeds the oat silage to beef 
calves. Usually he opens the 
silo about Jan. 1. 


“The feed value isn’t as 
great as corn silage. But 
I get a lot more out of oats 
as silage than as grain,” 
he declares. 


That thought is echoed by 
Eves Cadwallader, Mahaska 
county, Iowa. “I’m interested 
in the biggest harvest of total 
digestible nutrients per acre,” 
he says. 

Cadwallader may fill both his 
upright and bunker silos with 
oat silage this year. He planted 
Sauk, a late variety of oats, 
figuring on heavier forage 
growth. In addition, he applied 
150 pounds per acre of 8-32-0 
fertilizer to the crop. 

He cuts his oats in the medi- 
um dough stage. The silage is 
fed to his dairy cattle. 

Another dairyman, Hugo Arm- 
brecht, Story county, Iowa, 
doesn’t make oat silage every 
year. But he’s found it valuable 
as a supplemental summer feed 
in years when pasture was poor. 


There’s another advan- 
tage to ensiling oats that 
shouldn’t be overlooked. 
Getting the crop off early 
benefits new legume and 
grass seedings. 


Oat silage can be a valuable 
feed, if it fits in a livestock 
feeding program. But it must 
be made with care. 

Cut it promptly when it 
reaches the right stage for har- 
vest. Be sure it’s chopped fine- 
ly so it will pack well. 

Pack it thoroly in the silo. 
Oat stalks are slick and hollow, 
and hard to pack.

Hay conditioners 
cut drying time 


More leaves saved, crushed 
stems are more polatable 


I AY CONDITIONERS can 
speed up haying. Crushed 
or crimped hay dries in one- 
fourth to one-half less time. 
Conditioned hay is of better 
quality. More leaves can be 
saved. Less exposure to sun 
and rain means better nutrient 
value. Crushed stems are more 
palatable to livestock. 
Hay can be cut at an early 
stage and still put in storage 
in a reasonable time. 


But timing of mowing 
and crushing operations is 
important. Advantages of 
conditioned hay can be lost 
if you don’t cut early; crush 
quick. 


Another important point is 
cost. The added cost per acre 
for conditioning depends on 
acreage. 

In Ohio tests, average total 
cost per acre (investment plus 
operating costs) was $3.50 per 
acre where 50 acres were con- 
ditioned during the year. This 
was one cutting of 50 acres, two 
of 25 acres, three cuttings of a 
smaller acreage. 

The cost was down to $1.30 
per acre where 200 acres were 
conditioned during the season. 

A report from Purdue Uni- 
versity says the average cost for 
hay crushers and crimpers was 
$1.14 per acre. For combination 
mower-crusher units, the per 
acre charge was $1.64. 

To break even, a farmer would 
have to improve the value of 
his hay. Or, get more hay safely 
into storage. 

A hay conditioner can help on 
both these points. lowa farm- 
ers are finding that the ma- 
chines will cut field curing time 
in half, if the conditions are 
right. 

“In good weather, you often 
can mow and crimp hay the first 
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thing in the morning, and have 
it ready to bale that evening,” 
says Ray Kruse, Boone county, 
Iowa. 

“On the average, it saves 

a day, or at least half a day 

of drying time,” he adds. 

Kruse farms with his father, 
Fred, and brother, Gordon. 
They have 125 acres of hay. 

He says the conditioner is es- 
pecially valuable with the first 
crop of alfalfa. He points out 
that it’s heavy and coarse. 

“But when it’s crimped, the 
stems dry almost as fast as the 
leaves. This helps save hay in 
wet weather,” Kruse says. 

“Even in dry weather, it 
helps the quality of the hay,” he 
indicates. “The stems dry 
quicker and you can put the 
hay up sooner. It doesn’t lie 
out in the sun and bake nearly 
so long.” 

The Kruses follow closely be- 
hind the mower with their 
crimper. That’s an important 
point, too. 


Agricultural engineer 
Dale Hull, Iowa State Col- 
lege, says hay should be 
crushed no more than 15 
minutes after mowing. If 
you wait too long, stems 
get tough. Then much of 
the effect of crushing or 
crimping is lost. 

The Kruses use a crimper- 
type conditioner. It has corru- 
gated rolls that crimp stems 
every 2 inches. 

Other types of conditioners 
available include those with 
smooth rolls, combinations of 
smooth and corrugated rolls, 
and rubber-roll machines. 

No one type has a definite 
advantage in the matter of in- 
creasing drying rate of forage. 
All are based on the principle

Hybrid plots, fertilizer trials 
to have big part in fall event 


CORN will play a major role 

in the 1959 Farm Progress 
Show, scheduled for Sept. 23 
and 24 on the Earl Elijah and 
Sons’ farm in Cedar county, 
Iowa. 

Some corn plots will show 
off hybrid seed firms’ top num- 
bers. Others will! illustrate dif- 
ferent fertilizer treatments. 

There are 158 hybrids 
planted in the variety plots. 

Several experimental dwarf 

varieties are included. 

Fifteen seed producers are 
cooperating in this hybrid 
“show.” They are Cargill, 
Crows, DeKalb, Earl May, Hul- 
ting’s, Funk’s, Lowe, Lynk’s, 
Moews, Northrup-King, Pfister, 
Pfister Associated Growers, Pio- 
neer, Steckley, and United- 
Hagie. 

All hybrid plots have been 
fertilized alike. And all were 
treated with aldrin soil insecti- 
cide at recommended rates. 

This soil insecticide treatment 


was used for all the corn in 
fertilizer and demonstration 
plots, too. Aldrin was broadcast 
on the surface and disked in. 

Hybrid plots also were given 
an application of pre-emergence 
weed killer. Granular randox 
was used. 


Other plots will be used to 
measure the effectiveness of 
several new herbicides. 

In addition to special plots, 
25 acres of corn have been 
planted for use in field demon- 
strations at show time. Early- 
maturing hybrids have been 
used; half 100-day and half 110- 
day corn. 

With the corn “on the way,” 
plans for other aspects of the 
big Farm Progress Show are be- 
ing pushed rapidly. 


New features 


Latest feature to be added is 
the National Tractor Rodeo. 
This event will test an operator’s 
skill at maneuvering a tractor 
and implements thru a tough 
obstacle course. 

Participants in the Tractor 
Rodeo will be young men 16 
or over.

Silo gas is a 
deadly poison 


ILO GAS poisoning is a 

serious health hazard. It 
can occur with any forage 
crop and in any crop season 
reports Norval Wardle, Iowa 
State College farm safety 
specialist. 

However it’s more typical 
during seasons of low mois- 
ture, and the forage involved 
is usually corn. 

The gas is caused by plants 
storing up high amounts of 
nitrates. 

Researchers say two condi- 
tions are likely to result in 
this high nitrate buildup: 
(1) Immature or stunted 
plants, and (2) plants growing 
on high nitrogen soils. 


In most cases the gas 
build-up occurs shortly 
after the silo is filled. 


For example, 24 hours 
after filling his silo, Leo 
O’Gorman, Winneshiek coun- 
ty, Iowa “blacked out” at- 
tempting to climb into his 
silo. 

“I had read about silage 
gases and how deadly they 
can be but thought it wouldn’t 
happen to me” says O’Gor- 
man. A 3-month hospital con- 
valescence convinced him a 
little top spoilage isn’t worth 
the risk of silo gas poisoning. 

The deadly gas—nitrogen 
dioxide—forms when nitric 
acid from the silage mixes 
with oxygen from the air. 


Here are some precau- 
tions that may be taken 
to avoid gas poisoning: 


1. Watch for the gas while 
filling your silo. Nitrogen di- 
oxide has an irritating odor 
and yellowish-brown color. 
You can actually see a heavy 
concentration. 

2. Nitrogen dioxide is 
heavier than air and collects 
near the surface. So let the 
silage build up before you re- 
place each door. 

3. Run the blower for 10 
to 15 minutes before going 
into a partly-filled silo. And 
always keep the blower run- 
ning while you're inside. 

4. Maintain good ventila- 
tion inside the silo and out- 
side—especially if the silo 
adjoins the barn. 

5. Keep children and ani- 
mals out of, and away from, 
the silo during filling. 

6. After the silo is filled, 
don’t go into it for 7 to 10 
days. By that time the silage 
will have finished fermenting 
and the gas will be given off. 

Exposure to small amounts 
of the fumes are known to 
bring on coughing and severe 
headaches. Recurring dizzy 
spells have been associated 
with the gas too. 

Even tho symptoms may 
not appear for 23 days, 
Wardle urges immediate con- 
tact with your doctor if 
you’ve been exposed.

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What’s behind the farm problem? 


(This is the first of a series of articles.

GRICULTURE is facing a tough prob- 
lem. On this, nearly all farmers and 
farm organizations agree. 

The Agricultural Adjustment Center at 
Iowa State College is examining the farm 
problem in detail. You'll be hearing more 
about this work. 

The farm problem was neatly packaged 
into few words by Karl Fox, agricultural 
economist at Iowa State College: 


“In recent years, farm income has 
not increased nearly as fast as non- 
farm income. In fact, farm income 
has lost about 10 years of growth.” 


Most folks are still together at this 
point. But not everyone agrees on how we 
got into this fix or on what should be done 
about it. 

In simple terms, here’s what has been 
happening: 


Excess productive capacity 


Farmers are turning out more goods 
than we can sell at satisfactory prices on 
the open market. 


Tho excess capacity has been building 
up for some time, it took a real jump 
during World War II. Farmers geared 
for extra production. Once resources— 
particularly land and capital—were com- 
mitted to farming, individual farmers 
couldn’t afford to leave them idle. 


Research, from both experiment sta- 
tions and commercial companies, poured 
out new technology at an explosive rate. 
Nitrogen fertilizer, hybrid crop varieties, 
and stilbestrol are examples. The result

was more production from resources al- 
ready in agriculture. 

Generally, the first farmer adopting a 
new practice made some extra profit. 
Then others had to follow or lose out. 
As soon as enough made use of the new 
technique to bring a noticeable increase 
in production, prices dropped. All the 
benefit then passed to the consumer in 
the form of lower prices—or fewer price 
increases during general inflation. 


This new technology has been increas- 
ing farm output at least as fast as the na- 
tion’s population grows. It promises to 
continue this pace for years to come. 

So our ability to produce will stay in 
excess of need. A number of economists

Low prices 


An increase in agricultural 
production drops prices to a 
point where total income is less 
than it was from the smaller 
original output. 

This is what economists call 
inelastic demand. But don’t let 
the fancy term scare you. The 
idea is simple enough. This is 
partly what got the big hog crop 
of 1955 into price trouble. 

Inelastic demand can work 
the other way, too. A cut in 
production raises prices enough 
to increase total income in spite 
of the smaller output. 

Coupling this inelastic de- 
mand with excess productive 
capacity accounts for low prices. 
Consumers get most of the bene- 
fit, in lower prices, higher qual- 
ity diet, or more built-in services 
with their food. 


Adjusting to change 

Going back to inelastic de- 
mand, the solution to agricul- 
ture’s problem looks obvious— 
just reduce supply. 

But to do this, some resources 
(land, labor, capital) must be 
left idle—or transferred to other 
uses. This is what industry does. 

Steel companies are operating 
at less than three-fourths ca- 
pacity. Auto makers could pro- 
duce at least a million more 
cars in 1959. Yet both are hav- 
ing a profitable year. 

These industries, controlled 
by few individuals, can prevent 


None of this alters the fact 
that resources must be pulled 
out of agriculture to shrink the 
supply and raise prices. 

Let’s look briefly at each 
of the major resources (la- 
bor, capital, and land). 


LABOR. At one time, about 
90 percent of the nation’s popu- 
lation was needed on the farm 
to feed the other 10 percent. 
Now one man on the farm feeds 
23 others. 

Thus, a huge amount of one 
resource, labor, has left agricul- 
ture. Two main factors encour-

Rain is forcing 
crop changes 


Earlier varieties needed 
when planting is delayed 


OWA’S wet weather is forcing 

changes in cropping plans. 

Corn acreage is involved in 
many cases. 

If some of your corn isn’t in 
the ground now (June 6), switch 
to earlier varieties. For ex- 
ample, corn adapted to northern 
Iowa would be preferable now 
for planting in southern coun- 
ties. 

The lowa State College Iowa 
Corn Yield Test booklet lists 
moisture percentages at harvest 
for the various hybrids, area by 


area. 


You can’t depend on a 
grain crop from corn 
planted after about June 
15. However, corn for si- 
lage or fodder can be 
planted up to July 1. 


Full season hybrids and va- 
rieties of grain sorghum can be 
planted to around June 10 in 
the southern half of the state. 

For later planting, R.S. 501 or 
commercial varieties of early 
maturity are suggested by Har- 
vey Thompson, Iowa State Col- 
lege agronomist. 

Satisfactory yields can’t be 
expected from grain sorghum 
planted after June 20. And 
Thompson advises that anyone 
planting grain sorghum should 
be prepared to dry the crop. 

Soybeans are a good bet for 
late planting. College recom- 
mendations for “close-out” 
planting dates for grain fol- 
low: 

Northern Iowa. To July 1, 
Chippewa. To July 20, Grant. 

Central lowa. To June 15, 
Hawkeye, Harasoy. To July 5, 
Blackhawk. To Aug. 1, Chippe- 
wa. 

Southern Iowa, including 
southern four tiers of counties. 


To June 10, Adams, Lincoln. 
To July 1, Harasoy, Hawkeye. 
To July 15, Blackhawk. To Aug. 
1, Chippewa. 

Chippewa probably is the 
best choice for planting 
after July 1, Thompson in- 
dicates. Tho it’s an earlier 
soybean than Blackhawk, 
it yields as well as that va- 
riety. 

Any variety of soybeans avail- 
able can be planted for hay up 
to July 15. Early-maturing ones 
could go in later. 

Other forage possibilities are 
sudangrass and forage sorghum 
Sorghum for silage can be 
planted up to July 1. Sudan- 
grass for hay or pasture can be 
planted as late as mid-July. 

In both cases, the crop should 
be planted as soon as possible 
for best results. 

Sudangrass is usually ready 
to graze about 6 weeks after 
planting. Piper is the variety 
suggested for lowa. 

Piper is a high yielder. 
It’s also low in prussic acid 
content. 

A mixture of sudangrass and 
soybeans makes an _ excellent 
forage. Soybeans add to the 
quality of the forage. Sudan- 
grass aids in solving weed and 
erosion problems. 

When the combination seed- 
ing is made in June or July, the 
college suggests planting the 
beans 10 days ahead of the 
sudangrass. 

The sudangrass can be cov- 
ered with a rotary hoe, harrow, 
or weeder. 

A mixture of one to 2 bushel 
of soybeans and 5 pounds of 
sudangrass per acre is sug- 
gested.

PONDS play an important role 

on the Sherman Reichelt 
farm in Jasper county, Iowa. 
Reichelt, above, is a “fish farm- 
er.” 


He has 14 ponds scattered 
about his 440 acres of rolling 
land. They’re used for hatching 
and raising fish, which Reichelt 
sells for stocking ponds. 

This “finny” livestock isn’t a 
big source of income, dollar- 
wise. But Reichelt measures it 
in terms of enjoyment and satis- 
faction. 

“T’ve always liked fishing, 
trapping, and hunting,” he says. 
The fish hatchery business has 
been a natural outgrowth of 
those interests. 


He raises bass, bluegills, 
crappies, and _ bullheads. 
Last year he sold about 
5,000 “head.” 


Most of them are sold in Iowa, 
in a 40 to 50 mile radius from 
his farm. 

Bass are one of the best sell- 
ers. “They’re the best game 
fish for ponds,” Reichelt says. 

He got started in the fish 
hatchery business in 1955, altho 
he had sold a few fish before 
that. 

From 1936 to 1955, he kept 
his first and largest pond (9% 
acres) open to public fishing. 


He plans to add 5 or 6 
new ponds late this sum- 
mer, if weather is favorable 
for earth-moving work. 


The fish-hatchery business of- 
fers problems, like any farm 
enterprise. Reichelt has to stay 
on guard against natural ene- 
mies of the fish—hawks, herons, 
muskrats that tunnel and weak- 
en embankments, and algae. 

In the winter, he has to pro- 
vide aeration for all his ponds 
so fish won’t die under the ice. 

Reichelt loves working with 
fish. But he also has an eye for 
beef cattle. He has a 60-cow 
beef herd. 

In addition, he’s carrying a 
small ewe flock. And this spring 
he farrowed four sows. 

He has 30 acres in oats, 30 in 
corn, and 50 in hay. The rest 
of the 440 acres is in bluegrass. 
“There’s too much corn, any- 
way,” Reichelt says, smiling.

COMBINE diagonal parking 

with batch handling and 
basically, you’ve got the her- 
ringbone-type milking system. 
You’ve also got an efficient 
layout that will let one man 
milk up to 60 cows in 60 
minutes. 

The idea is simple—handle 
cows in batches instead of indi- 
vidually. You crowd more cows 
in less space and the milking 
chores are performed in less 
time. 

New Zealanders worked out 
the system about 6 years ago. 
But the unique milking arrange- 
ment is still a fairly new devel- 
opment in this area. 

USDA officials report 
there are about 1,500 her- 
ringbone setups in the na- 
tion now. 


One of the first herringbone 
systems put to work in lowa was 
at the Hermanson Brothers’ 
farm in Story county. Labor 
demands of a 150-cow Holstein 
herd convinced co-owner Leon- 
ard Hermanson that a revamped 
milking system was necessary. 

“It took three men all day 
just to milk and feed the cows,” 
says Leonard. “Now, two men 
can handle the same work in 
about 6 hours.” 

By group handling cows, 
dairymen can almost double 
the number milked per hour. 


For example, in a double- 
four herringbone (two rows 
of four stalls each) a single 
operator can handle about 
40 cows per hour. 


One man can milk from 50 
to 60 cows per hour in a double- 
six parlor. 

Angle parking saves consider- 
able space and keeps a person’s 
movements at a minimum. A 
12-cow herringbone setup re- 
quires about the same space as 
a conventional milking parlor 
accommodating four cows. 

Hermanson’s parlor holds six 
cows to a side. Each walk-way 
has its own entrance and exit 
doors which are rope controlled 
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from the operator’s pit. Over- 
head bins permit individual 
feeding to each cow in the same 
manner. 

Each cow _ stands 
against her neighbor, head 
toward tke outer wall. There 
are no stanchions, the close fit 
keeps them from moving. 

Udders are separated about 
3 feet, and are easily accessible 
to the milker located in the 
milking pit. 

Cows enter each side of the 
parlor in groups. While one 
side is being milked, the oper- 
ator readies the group on the 
other side. 

A pull on a rope measures 
out and delivers each cow’s 
grain from overhead chutes.

Because of its high capacity, 
the herringbone system ranks 
lowest in costs on a per cow 
basis. 

“One disadvantage is the fact 
that you can’t give individual 
attention to each cow when 
milking and feeding on a group 
basis,” points out Floyd Arnold, 
Iowa State College extension 
dairyman. 

It’s expected the herringbone 
system will have its greatest 
appeal to dairymen milking 
more than 40 cows. 

A good milker can handle up 
to six milker units and should 
have no difficulty in milking 
40 to 50 cows an hour.

Cine on pasture during 
the summer months need 


some protection from flies. | 


There is a good choice of chemi- 
cals available now, and treat- 
ment can be performed easily 
and economically. 

Flies can reduce milk produc- 
tion by as much as 20 percent. 
And gains on beef animals may 
be cut by one-half pound per 
day.

Let the bur- 
lap wrapped cable, hanging 
from two posts, sag in the mid- 
dle to within 18 inches of the 
ground. 

Chemicals recommended for 
this back rubbing device are 
DDT, Methoxychlor, Toxaphene, 
and Malathion. 

Horse, stable flies: Same 
recommendation as for dairy 
cattle. Actually, those insecti- 
cides used on a chain or cable 
treater can also give protection 
against these flies.

Jack Dahl produces feeders on 
the 6,000-acre “Mitten” ranch in 
Logan County, N. Dak. Most of 
the cattle are finished some 120 
miles to the east on the partners’ 
farm near Chaffee, N. Dak. 

The 1,120-acre farm, operated 
by the elder Dahl and Carlisle, 


| produces grain which is mar-

When farm pond 


is recreation area 


AMELA and Nancy, daughters of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Merrill Anderson, Jasper 
county, Iowa, get a lot of enjoyment from 
the farm pond their father built in 1954. 


The Andersons weren't thinking 
about building a recreation area when 
they planned the pond. They were 
short on water for livestock. This 
meant they must either drill a deep 
well or build a pond. A pond was 
cheaper and it would supplement the 
water system they already had. 


While Mr. Anderson built the pond 
entirely on his own it was designed by 
the Soil Conservation Service. An un- 
sightly gully with a small muddy spring 
at the bottom was between the house 
and the road. This was the site selected 
for the pond. 

A dam was thrown up on the east side 
and soon the area filled with water. In 
place of the gully, the Andersons have 
a large pond surrounded by grass slopes. 

The pond has proved entirely adequate 
for their livestock water supply and the 
Andersons have the added value of a 
fine view from the house as well as a 
very attractive recreation area. 

At the dam, water depth averages 13 
feet. But it tapers slowly to shallow water 


oday 
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near the house. Here, Mr. Anderson built 
a diving board where teenage Pamela and 
her friends swim. A raft anchored nearby 
makes a safe place for Nancy and younger 
children. 

Fish are plentiful in the pond. It was 
stocked soon after completion with bass 
and bluegills. Under good management, 
these have thrived. The Andersons, their 
friends and neighbors have fine times 
fishing from the shore or from a boat. 

There is one house rule that Mrs. An- 
derson insists on—folks who catch fish 
must take them home. Children are in- 
clined to catch more than they care to eat 
or to clean. Too often these are turned 
back to the Andersons for disposal. 


It didn’t take water birds long to 
find the pond. They come in flocks 
both spring and fall. Some of these 
birds are resident, others are migra- 
tory. Gulls are common—occasion- 
ally they see a heron. 


The pond too, is attractive in winter 
with a smooth covering of snow, but it’s 
in the spring and summer that they enjoy 
it most. 

Farm ponds can be an added responsi- 
bility to owners regardless of whether 
they are used for recreational purposes 
or not. But they can be an added hazard 
when they are as attractive as the An- 
derson’s. 

Visiting children are warned not to use 
the pond in the absence of the family. 
Mr. Anderson has a liability clause in his 
farm insurance policy. But because he 
feels a moral responsibility for youngsters 
who might be attracted, he has the whole 
area tightly fenced. 


The Conservation Commission reports 
that there are about 20,000 farm ponds in 
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POND on the J. Merrill Ander- 
son farm, Jasper county, Iowa, 
supplies water for livestock, but 
is also used for recreation. 


Iowa. Many of these ponds are located 


in out-of-way places that would be im- 
practical for recreational purposes, tho. 


There are many others which with 
some work and expense would add a 
great deal of enjoyment to farm fam- 
ily living. A grassy slope, a fireplace 
and a picnic table can give the family 
a place to picnic, swim and entertain 
friends. 


Planting fast growing trees and shrubs 
will not only improve the view but pro- 
vide shade and shelter for birds. 

The fishing alone has value not only for 
recreation but for food supply. A pond 
that is stocked with bass and bluegills 
will be capable of producing to capacity 
the second or third year. 

And what’s more fun than fishing or 
swimming in your own back yard?

I AVING a freezer is like hav- 

ing an extra pair of hands 
or having an extra day in the 
week. But since a freezer is a 
large investment, the more you 
make use of the space the lower 
your cost per unit of food will 
be. 

When you have empty space 
you might fill it with your own 
brand of ““TV” dinners. Farm 
women have known the con- 
venience of storing baked goods 
and casserole meals in freezers 
for a long time. 

But some women are now 
freezing separate meals that 
are the easiest things in the 
world for a man or even a 
child to take out of the 
freezer, pop in the oven and 
serve. 

One homemaker says _ that 
often when she has a beef roast, 
a baked ham or a roast chicken, 
she cuts off slices before she 
serves the family. These slices 
of meat are covered with gravy, 
then she adds a good sized help- 
ing of the vegetable and pota- 
toes. 

This food is placed on an 
aluminum pie tin to cool. Then 
it is carefully wrapped and 
stored in the freezer. 

A freezer, a farm, and a fam- 
ily make a natural team. By 
freezing your own fruits and 
vegetables in season you can 
provide your family with a va- 
riety of food the year around 
at a substantial saving. 

Before the main garden crop 
comes on this season, it is well 
to remember that the food that 
comes out of the freezer is 
never any better than what goes 
in. 

So choose your fruits and 
vegetables at their prime. 
Follow instructions careful- 
ly for blanching, chilling, 
and packaging. 

Packaging is a very important 
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factor in freezing foods success- 
fully. Loss of moisture produces 
the familiar freezer burns in 
meat and poultry and tends to 
make vegetables tough. It 
causes fruit to oxidize and 
darken. 

Your collection of freezer 
packaging equipment should in- 
clude sheet wrapping, plastic, 
metal and waxed paperboard 
containers in a variety of sizes. 


|

You'll want plastic bags, freez- 
er tape and freezer marking 
pencil or crayon, too. 

A good sheet wrapping ma- 
terial must be air and moisture 
resistant. It should have good 
flexibility when handling and 
must come loose easily when the 
product is unwrapped. 


Containers should be re- 
usable and not too expen- 
sive. Flat-sided ones make 
better use of freezer space. 





If you’ve had your freezer 
for more than one season you 
probabiy know that frozen foods 
do not keep indefinitely. Every- 
one has a few packages that get 
shoved out of sight and have 
been kept over-time. These in- 
variably are flat and tasteless. 

To avoid this waste it’s a 
good idea to label each package 
before it goes into the freezer. 
Put the name of the product and 
the date of the maximum stor- 
age time. Roughly it’s best to 
plan on a normal seasonal turn- | 
over. Foods frozen longest 
should be used first. 

Keeping an inventory of your 
freezer is good management. 

One method is to paste labels 
of contents to a pegboard on the 
wall near the freezer. Next to 
each label is a nail. Hang small 
plastic curtain rings on the 
nails to show how many pack- 
ages of each item are left. Re- 
move or add rings as the food 
is used or put in.

Wanted more volume... 


Turned to layers 


“IT’S ROUGH to make a living 

on 120 acres unless you 
build up your volume in some 
way,” says alert young farmer 
Richard Meckley, Jasper county, 
Iowa. 

He purchased a 120-acre farm 
in 1953. An intensive livestock 
program looked like a way to 
add income. 

“For a while I considered a 
pig hatchery,” Meckley says. 
Favorable experience with poul- 
try, however, influenced him to 
settle on a laying flock. 


This past season he had 
5,000 hens, producing hatch- 
ing eggs. Next fall he'll 
house nearly 6,500 pullets. 


That will be a tenfold in- 
crease over the 600 chicks he 
started in 1953. He built his 
first laying house that year. 

Housing and equipment have 
been expanded along with bird 
numbers. Meckley_ estimates 
his present investment in build- 
ings and equipment at nearly 
$35,000. 

He built a second laying 
house (40 by 120 feet) in 1957. 
Newest building is a brooding-

growing house, used for the first 
time this spring. 

In addition to expanding “up” 
with poultry, Meckley was also 
able to expand “out” in 1958. 
He began farming a rented 160 
acres in addition to his own 
120. He also has a herd of 17 
beef cows. 

“But the hens are still the 
number one job,” Meckley de- 
clares. “They get first atten- 
tion.” 

Farming and a large flock 
make a big job. He hires a man 
to help handle eggs. Meckley’s 
wife, Marlene, also helps out 

There are problems. Disease 
is always a threat. And Meck- 
ley, like other flock owners, 
has felt the pinch of low egg 
prices. 


However, his hatchery 
tie-up has helped. He gets 
a better price than he would 
on the open market. 


“The poultry operation has 
increased my income consider- 
ably,” Meckley says. He’s build- 
ing his laying flock enterprise 
into a solid part of his farm 
business.

EXTREMELY hot days may call 
for emergency measures.

FEED CONSUMPTION may go 
down in hot weather. A chick- 
en’s energy needs are lower 
then, so it doesn’t eat as much. 
When total consumption goes 
down, birds get less of essential 
proteins, vitamins, and minerals.

LOWERING the energy level 
may help keep consumption 
up. This might be done by 
feeding more of low-energy 
grains—oats or barley—and less 
of corn, wheat or sorghum.

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Drift is hazard 
with chemicals 


[j= OF weedicides can be 
‘ a valuable tool to farmers 
in maintaining top crop yields. 
But serious damage can occur 
to crops if these chemicals 
aren’t used properly, too. 

There are two main ways in 
which sensitive crops can be in- 
jured accidentally by weed 
sprays—thru drift and volatil- 
ity. Drift is probably the main 
source of crop injury. 

Volatility occurs when ordi- 
nary esters are used. The va- 
pors and fumes from the chem- 
ical rise up from treated foliage 
and move across susceptible 
crops. This may occur as much 
as three days after spraying. 

Symptoms of injury include 
drooping, thickened veins, twist- 
ed and blistered stems, and 
dwarfed fan-shaped growth. 

Recommendations on preven- 
tion of injury from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois include the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Never assume it is safe 
to use a spray within half a mile 
of a susceptible crop unless 
there is enough wind to prevent 
spray mist from drifting in that 
direction. 


2. Never use _high-volatile 
esters in the vicinity of sensi- 
tive crops. 


3. Keep boom pressure be- 
low 40 pounds so the spray 
droplets will be larger and less 
likely to drift. 


Livestock auctions 
under supervision 

N AMENDMENT to the Fed- 

eral Packers and _ Stock- 
yards Act, passed in 1958, gives 
Iowa farmers more protection 
on sale and purchase of live- 
stock. 

The revised law applies to 
any livestock market handling 
animals that move across state 
lines. 





All auctions in Iowa are ex- 
pected to be under federal su- 
pervision by July 1, according 
to Quentin H. Bierman, district 
supervisor of the USDA’s Pack- 
ers and Stockyards branch in 
Sioux City. 

Under this act, a livestock 
auction must obtain official ap- 
proval of its charges for han- 
dling, feed, yardage, and selling; 
its scales must be approved and 
then tested regularly every 6 
months; each auction must post 
a bond to insure that livestock 
sold thru the market will be 
paid for; and all market firms 


must keep records of all live- 
stock ee and sold. 


Simple milk test 
for ketosis 


SIMPLE MILK test looks 
like a good way to spot 
ketosis disease in dairy herds. 
It seems to detect disease early 
enough for effective treatment. 

The test, announced by the 
University of Wisconsin, would 
substitute for a similar test 
made with cow urine. The urine 
test sometimes gives false reac- 
tors. But the milk test seems 
more sensitive. A positive test 
indicates that treatment is 
needed. 

Farmers or veterinarians can 
make the test. Two or 3 drops 
of milk are placed on a dime- 
sized dome of special white 
powder (a mixture of sodium 
carbonate, ammonium sulfate, 
and sodium nitro-prusside). 

If the white powder doesn’t 
change color, the cow probably 
doesn’t have ketosis. A faint 
pink tinge indicates a trace re- 
action. A definite pink is mild- 
ly positive. Treatment would 
depend on presence of other 
symptoms. 

A positive reaction turns the 
powder purple. This indicates 
a definite need for treatment. 

In chemical terms, the test de- 
tects the presence of ketones in 
the milk. When ketones build 
up in the cow’s system, it indi- 
cates that ketosis is developing. 

The test would probably find 
routine use only in herds with 
a history of ketosis, say Wiscon- 
sin research workers. Samples 
of milk tested once a week 
would probably keep track of 
the disease well enough. The 
time the sample is taken seems 
to make no difference in test 
results. 
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Ketosis usually hits only the 
high producers in a herd. It’s 
most common right after calv- 
ing when there’s a heavy drain 
on the cow’s system. Tho cows 
seldom die from ketosis, loss of 
production makes treatment de- 
sirable.

DRIED whole milk that mixes 

with water to give a product 
much like fresh milk is being 
produced experimentally by 
University of Wisconsin dairy 
specialists. One big problem is 
maintaining the flavor, which 
now lasts for only about 30 days 
at room temperature. 


SOME OF the flavoring materi- 

als of beef (those responsible 
for the aroma of cooked meat) 
are being analyzed at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin.

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What is “corn growing’’ weather? 


By Jim Rutter 


LOT OF factors affect the growth and 
yield of corn. Weather is most im- 
portant—and the one we have least con- 
trol over. Just what kind of weather do 
we need to grow bumper crops of corn? 

In recent years, a lot of study has been 
devoted to this question. It looks now as 
if some pretty definite answers can be 
given. 

First, let’s take a look at Iowa weather. 
Generally, this state is regarded as having 
nearly an excellent climate for growing 
crops. 


The temperature range provides 
good growing conditions during the 
crop season. Also, normal distribu- 
tion of rainfall during the year will 
assure us of good—but not maximum 
—crop growth. 


Of course, some areas in the state often 
get less than normal rainfall, and the 
yields will drop correspondingly. 

Even the humidity in Iowa is considered 
about ideal for the growth of field crops. 

Moisture is the big “if” in corn growing. 
Just how much water is needed to pro- 
duce average—or bumper—crops? 

“Water used to produce a crop comes 
from two sources,” says Robert Shaw, 
climatologist at Iowa State College. ““These 
include soil moisture reserve and rainfall. 
Irrigation is a third source in some areas, 
but there are only a few irrigation projects 
in Iowa.” 


Not all of the rainfall is available 
to plants however. Some water is 
lost thru run-off, evaporation, and 
percolation. 


From tests conducted at Iowa State 
College over a 5-year period, Shaw sums 
up the following points: 

1. An inch of soil moisture appears to 
be more effective than an inch of rain 
fall. 

2. Cooler weather than we normally 
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have during July and August is probably 
beneficial. 

3. High temperatures can decrease 
yields. There is a close relationship be- 
tween yield and the number of days that 
we have temperatures of 90 degrees 
and above. 

4. It takes a lot of water to produce a 
bumper corn crop. Iowa’s average rain- 
fall from April 15 to Nov. 1 is from 21 
to 25 inches. This puts the state in a 
good spot for the production of bumper 
crops. 

The problem is that about one-third of 
the time, we get less rain than this. 
Distribution of rain is mighty important, 
too. 

Total rainfall often isn’t as vital as 
timing. Without a good soil moisture re- 
serve, corn can reach the critical stage 
in a hurry. 


Most critical time for a moisture 
shortage to develop is at silking. A 
single week of bad moisture stress at 
this point can cut the corn yield in 
half. 


It isn’t at all unusual for yields to sag 
at this point, either. Silking stage occurs 
usually in late July and early August— 
This is the time when rainfall in Iowa is 
often short. 

Soil moisture reserve plays a vital part, 
too, when rainfall is low. In northwest 
Iowa last year, just over 2 inches more of 
soil moisture gave a 25 bushel increase in 
one area. 

What would be considered ideal corn 
growing weather in Iowa? 


May 


Temperature during May should be 
about 3 or 4 degrees warmer than nor- 
mal,” says Shaw. “An average tempera- 
ture of 65 degrees would be just about 
right. 

“Also, precipitation should be about 
one-half inch less than normal 4 inches 
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to allow for good field working condi- 
tions.” 


June 


June should be slightly above the nor- 
mal average of 70 degrees and have one 
inch less rainfall. Conditions in May and 
June have a lot to do with whether the 
crop is going to be early or late. About 
4 inches of rain is enough during June, 
says Shaw. 


July 


Temperatures ranging 2 or 3 degrees 
below normal, or at about 75 degrees with 
very few hot days, and rainfall averaging 
about 4% inches would be a perfect corn 
growing month during July. Maximum 
average temperature for good growth is 
about 86 degrees. 


August 


August temperatures last year were 
about ideal, or slightly below the normal 
73 degree average, points out Shaw. Rain- 
fall should be about an inch above 
normal. 

Moisture was limited in August last 
year, but the heavy rains over the state 
during July had provided a strong reserve 
in the soil. 


What are the prospects now for 
this year’s crop? 


Generally, the situation looks good. 
Planting was late for a lot of the corn, 
but with normal weather during June, 
the plants shouldn’t have any trouble 
catching up. 

All of the state has good—in many 
cases, Maximum—moisture reserve. A 
critical moisture situation existing in 
northwest Iowa was largely wiped out by 
the May rainfall. 

All in all, with normal conditions, it 
looks as if Iowa might be heading toward 
another bumper crop in 1959. But the 
corn isn’t in storage yet—and it all de- 
pends on the weather.

Pointers on care, use... 


Side delivery rake may need repairs 


EFORE YOU take your side 
delivery rake to the field, 
it will be wise to spend an hour 
or so checking it over. When 
you get to the field, and the 
hay is ready to be windrowed, 
your time is too valuable to be 
spent in making last minute re- 
pairs. 

Here are some suggestions on 
what items to inspect before 
you’re ready to begin: 

If the side-delivery rake is 
ground-wheel driven, jack up 
the drive wheel, engage the reel 
drive, and turn the wheel by 
hand. This will enable you to 
watch the drive parts operate. 

Check for alignment of chains 
and idlers used as chain tight- 
eners. Also, check the tension. 

With PTO driven rake, you 
can operate it by turning the 
PTO shaft by hand. 

On either type of rake check 
the engaging mechanism to be 
certain that it engages and re- 
leases completely. 


The gear box should be 
drained of lubricant and 
washed out with solvent, 
too. Refill it with the lubri- 
cant recommended in the 
manual. 


Next replace any missing or 
broken teeth, and straighten any 


bent reel stripper bars, in order 
to avoid trouble. 

Grease the rake carefully— 
it’s important that you find all 
grease fittings, and that they 
“take” grease. Thoro greasing 
forces out all the grease stored 
in the bearings during winter 
storage, and along with it, any 
moisture that may have collect- 
ed in the bearings. 


Field Operation 

When raking, drive around 
the field in the same direction 
that you did during mowing. 
This will pick up the tops of 
the plants first and roll them to 
the inside of the windrow so 
that the slower drying stems 
will be on the outside. 

Speed at which your rake 
should operate may vary all the 
way from 2 to 7 miles per hour, 
depending somewhat upon its 
age. Consult the manual for 
the correct operating speed. 


Over the long run, oper- 
rating faster than the rec- 
ommended speed will not 
save time. It causes extra 
wear on all the parts and 
helps encourage some of 
the costly brea Jowns and 
repairs. 


After a rain, you can use your 
rake to help dry the hay already 


in the windrow. Some rakes are 
designed so that the direction 
of rotation of the reel can be 
reversed. Then, the rake may 
be utilized to spread out the 
windrow. This procedure, of 
course, will require a second 
trip to windrow the hay after 
it dries. 

Another method to speed dry- 
ing of a wet windrow is to turn 
it over with a rake. When doing 
this, drive so that only the rear 
of the reel strikes the hay to 
invert the windrow or you may 
wind it together so tightly that 
drying is slowed. 


Field Adjustments 

The three main adjustments 
are height of reel, angle of 
teeth, and speed of reel. 

The height of the reel should 
be adjusted so that the teeth 
clear the ground by about one 
inch. If you can get clean rak- 
ing with a slightly higher set- 
ting, use it. 


Never set the reel so that 
the teeth dig into the 
ground. This means exces- 
sive draft and extra wear. 


Normally, the rear end of the 
reel can be set slightly higher 
than the front end. 

Pitching the teeth to the rear 
produces a tight, compact wind- 


row, which results in slow dry- 
ing. When hay is to be chopped 
for grass silage, you may want 
to take advantage of the slow 
drying windrow. 

Pitching the teeth to the front 
results in loose, fluffy windrows 
that are faster drying. 

Exact procedures for chang- 
ing reel speeds vary with the 
make of rake. In the case of 
PTO driven rakes, the speed 
can be varied by the use of dif- 
ferent tractor gears to control 
the forward speed. 

A high reel speed results in 
a loose fluffy windrow, but it 
also increases shattering of the 
leaves. A slower reel speed pro- 
duces less shattering, but also 
gives a more compact windrow. 


Lubrication 


Be sure to grease your rake 
according to recommendations 
in the manual. 

If the gear box was cleaned 
and filled with new lubricant at 
the beginning of the season, it 
will normally need checking 
only about once per week, un- 
less there are indications of 
lubricant leaking from it. 

Some of the new model rakes 
use nylon or other greaseless 
type bearings, as well as sealed 
bearings which need attention 
only once a season.

Spittlebugs 


Go™ E spittlebug infestation 
"has been noticed in alfalfa 
fields in northeast Iowa, accord- 
ing to Harold Gunderson, exten- 
sion entomologist at lowa State 
College. 

Most recent checks show the 
population averages one bug for 
each two stems. Treatment is 
normally recommended when in- 
festation reaches one spittlebug 
per stem. 

There is another reason why 
treatment probably isn’t neces- 
sary now, too. The alfalfa has 
shown rapid growth this spring 
and most of the spittlebug dam- 
age has already been done. 

“It’s pretty late for chemical 
treatment,” says Gunderson, 
“and it looks like the alfalfa 
will be able to out-grow any 
damage it suffered.” 


If damage is evident, an 
early cutting will destroy a 
lot of the spittlebugs. 


Hay that has been dampened 
by large numbers of spittle 
masses is sometimes difficult to 
cure satisfactorily. This is one 
disadvantage of early cutting 
when the weather is more unre- 
liable than usual. 

Coranens treatment, using one 
quart of 25 percent heptachlor 
or 2 quarts of methoxychlor, is 


in alfalfa 


usually recommended for late 
in May. Since the forage can’t 
be pastured or harvested for 

days after treatment, chemi- 
cals used now would mean a 
late first cutting in some areas. 

Almost all spittlebug damage 
is done by the immature insects. 
By sucking away the juices of 
alfalfa or clover, they stunt the 
plants and reduce the yields. 

Yields of hay may be reduced 
by as much as 50 percent when 
the infestation is heavy. 

The spittlebug nymph is or- 
ange to light green in color and 
is found in the spittle mass. 
Adult is a light tan to almost 
black, wedge shaped insect 
about one-fourth inch long. 


Aphids 

Some aphid populations have 
been observed this year again 
in Iowa, also 

Like the spittlebug, it’s pretty 
late to try treating for the 
aphids. These plant lice will 
cause the leaves to turn yellow, 
and can cause a serious reduc- 
tion in yield 

“Cutting the first crop 
destroy a lot of the aphids,” 
Gunderson. Aphids thrive in a 
cool season, so most of the prob- 
lem usually occurs with first

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Lightning a hazard 


in rural areas 


Best building protection 
is lightning rod system 


| IGHTNING adds an extra 

“ hazard to storms in spring 
and summer. It can be a threat 
to human and livestock life, as 
well as property. 

National Safety Council fig- 
ures show that lightning causes 
approximately 400 deaths and 
1,000 injuries annually in the 
United States. 

Nearly 90 percent of the fa- 
talities and injuries take place 
in rural areas. And over $20 
million worth of farm property 
is destroyed by lightning dam- 
age and resulting fires each 
year. 

There are spots of spe- 
cial danger to you when 
you’re working outside. On 
a tractor, near wire fences, 
under isolated trees and on 
hill tops and open spaces, 
you're chancing lightning 
injury during  thunder- 
storms. 

If you’re caught in a storm, 
shelter possibilities are build- 
ings with lightning protection, 
an automobile, thick timber, and 
a gully or ditch 

Precautions can be taken in 
the home, too. It’s a good idea 
to keep away from screen doors, 
fireplaces, open windows, and 
metal objects. 

Lightning rod systems offer 
the best means of protection for 
farm buildings and homes. 

There are three parts to a 
lightning rod system. They are 
the air terminals, or rods, and 
their supports, conductors, and 
good ground connections. 

Every item in the system is 
important. A stroke of light- 
ning will show up a weak point. 

Terminals or rods should 

be placed on each upward- 
projecting part of the building. 
For example—chimneys, peaks, 
gables, ridges, or dormers. 

Maximum spacing between 
terminals should be 25 feet for 
terminals 24 to 60 inches high. 
Shorter terminals should be 
placed a maximum of 20 feet 
apart. 


Conductors should form 
an enclosing network over 
a building. There should 
be two ground connections, 
at diagonally opposite cor- 
ners. 


Sometimes grounds at all 
corners are desirable. Points 
like steeples or silos should 
have their own grounds, as 
well as tying into the rest of 
the system. 

The help of an experienced 
lightning protection man will be 
valuable to you in planning and 
installing a system. 

Get bids before you commit 
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yourself. Be sure you're dealing 
with a firm that is well estab- 
lished and has a good reputa- 
tion. 

A lightning protection system 
that’s poorly installed or main- 
tained provides false security. 

Farm buildings that are cov- 
ered with metal sheets that are 
electrically continuous — and 
properly grounded—sheuld be 
reasonably safe without regular 
roof conductors. 

Air terminals would be need- 
ed only on projections likely to 
receive lightning strokes. These 
would be chimneys, ventilators, 
or gables, for example. 

If there is any doubt about 
whether metal covering is con- 
tinuously conducting, or able to 
carry heavy lightning charges 
without harmful sparking or 
burning, the building should be 
protected the same as a regular 
structure, 


On farm houses with a 
lightning protection system, 
the television antenna 
should always be grounded 
separately from lightning 
rods. 


The antenna is an inviting 
target. It should be grounded 
in permanent moisture. This 
usually means the ground should 
extend 8 feet or more into the 
soil 

For the conductor from an- 
tenna to ground, lightning rod 
cable is preferred. The ground 
wire or cable should be securely 
clamped to the antenna. 

A lightning arrester should be 
installed on the antenna lead-in, 
at the point it enters the house. 
The arrester should be ground- 
ed. 

The conductor to the grounds 
should be connected to a water 
pipe, if possible. Other metallic 
underground systems may be 
used. 


Correct installation of a tele- 
vision antenna will help elimi- 
nate some of the lightning haz- 
ards involved.

Put all thistles 
on noxious list 


LL BIENNIAL THISTLES go 
lowa noxious weed 
list July 5. A measure passed 
by the 1959 legislature made 
this addition to the lowa weed 
law. 

At present, only Canada 
thistles and bull thistles are in- 
cluded in the weed law. (Per- 
ennial sow thistle, in the list, 
doesn’t belong to the actual 
thistle family.) 


on the 


The new provision means 
that all other thistles with 
a 2-year life cycle will come 
under the law. For ex- 
ample, musk thistle, curled 
thistle, tall thistle, pasture 
thistle, and others. 

‘This is a step in the right 
direction,” says E. P. Sylwester, 
Iowa State College weed control 
specialist. 

He points out that any owner 
or operator of land infested with 
thistles will be required by law 
to control them. This includes 
all private, public, or railroad 
land. 

Biennial thistles aren’t a prob- 
lem in cultivated land. But good 
seedbed preparation is neces- 
sary. 

As indicated by “biennial,” 
they require 2 years to com- 
plete their life cycle. Seedlings 
or “rosettes” start from seed in 
August and September. 

During the winter they’re dor- 
mant. The young plants resume 
growth in the spring. They grow 
fast, producing an abundance of 
flowers and seeds. 

After seeds are shed, the old 
plant dies. Then the cycle is 
repeated. 

Preventing the _ thistles 
from seeding is the key to 
control. But a control pro- 
gram must be followed 
closely over several years. 
That time is needed to pre- 
vent more seed production, 
and to deplete the supply 
of seed already in the soil. 


“Excellent control can be had 
in a few years if all farmers and 
Jandowners prevent all seed 
production,” Sylwester indi- 
cates. 

Control measures include 
plowing heavily infested areas, 
and planting a heavy stand of 
corn or beans. Spraying with 
2,4-D is another possibility 

In legumes, where spray can’t 
be used, close mowing will help 
prevent thistle seed production. 
Isolated plants can be cut off 
with a spade or spot-sprayed.

How much does it 
cost to make hay? 


M?°t IOWA farmers agree 

that including forage in 
their rotation is the cheapest 
way to fill their barn with hay 
each year. But some close study 
might show that in certain 
situations, buying hay can be 
cheaper than raising it. 

“The best choice will depend 
on several factors,” says Jack 
Alexander, farm management 
specialist at Iowa State College. 
“Each farmer must judge his 
own situation.” 


Some points to consider 
include your hay needs, the 
amount of hay handling 
equipment you own and 
kind of land you're farming. 


Lay of the land is a big fac- 
tor. Many farms can’t handle 
continuous grain and row-crop 
operations. Soil wash would 
soon carve into the exposed sur- 
face. 

That’s one reason why Harry 
McKee, Hamilton county, Iowa, 
prefers to grow his own hay. 

“Some of this rolling land has 
to be tied down,” he says. “A 
good stand of hay seems to be 
the best way of doing it.” 

A. J. Kuhn, dairyman in Win- 
neshiek county, Iowa, says there 
is little choice in his area. 
“Everyone raises just what hay 
they need—the rest of the crop- 
land goes to corn.” 

Most farmers already have 
much of the equipment needed 
for making hay. This is a big 
point in favor of producing your 
own hay. 

“Machinery depreciates just 
as fast when it’s standing idle 
as when it’s used,” says McKee. 
“The best way to get a return 
on your investment is to use 
this equipment.” 

How about custom handling? 
It may be the cheapest method 
if you have a small acreage and 
little equipment. 

Purdue University economists 
figure you should handle at 
least 85 tons of hay and straw 
each year to justify owning a 


baler. This would be a total of 
about 3,000 bales. 

They say the minimum use 
figure for owning a chopper is 
65 tons of chopped hay or 210 
tons of silage. 

One thing about buying hay 
—you can shop around for high 
quality. Of course, getting good 
quality hay in the mow is less 
of a problem now than it used 
to be. 

“If you have to hire extra 
labor and custom equipment, 
then buying the harvested crop 
is probably the cheapest meth- 
od,” says Alexander. 

Don’t overlook the costs of 
moving the hay to your farm, 
either. Baled hay offers most 
convenient handling. 

Making your own hay has 
some drawbacks, too. 


It’s a time-consuming job 
at a season when labor de- 
mands are already at peak 
level. And it can be an 
expensive operation. 


According to Purdue figures 
costs to put up a ton of hay are 
about $10-12. They estimate the 
cost of growing a ton of hay at 
$4 per ton. 

Detailed harvesting costs run 
like this: 

Mowing 

Mowing and crushing.. 

Windrowing 

Baling—pickup baler 

with engine 
Hauling and storing 


Chopping and placing in 


These averages will give you 
a good idea of what your hay 
making costs are. You'll need 
to add another $2-3 per ton if 
you’re mow drying hay. 

This year, hay acreage in 
Iowa may be trimmed about 7 
percent to make room for extra 
corn. Beef cow and beef heifer 
numbers are pushing to an all- 
time high, too. So there could 
be a fairly strong demand for 
hay this winter.

Poultrymen guard 
against diseases 


‘UCCESSFUL poultrymen stay 

on guard against disease at 
all times. They know that even 
a little “let-up’” may lead to 
losses.

One of the fundamental 
disease prevention practices 
is separation of birds of dif- 
ferent ages. 


Young birds usually are most 
nearly free of diseases, says W. 
R. Whitfield, Iowa State College 
poultryman. But they also are 
most susceptible to infection 

So it’s a good idea to isolate 
brooding and growing birds 
from laying hens. Take care of 
the chicks before doing the 
hen chores 

Isolation takes different 
forms. A wire fence gives some 
isolation—but not as much as 
a solid wall, or a distance of 
several hundred feet. 

One point to be remembered 
is that many disease organisms 
are carried thru the air, Whit- 
field says. 

Isolation won’t be effective if 
birds in different pens are 
served by the same ventilation 
systems. Or, if air from exhaust 
vents of one house feeds into 
intakes of a nearby house. 

Some poultry raisers keep 
air-borne diseases in mind when 
they locate poultry houses. In 
the summer, when prevailing 
winds are from the west or 
southwest, they place brooding 
or growing houses up-wind, or 
west of the laying house. 

Along with isolation, sanita- 
tion plays an important role in 
keeping diseases out of poultry 
houses. 

“Forgetting the little things 
of poultry sanitation can be just 
as dangerous as spilling disease 
germs in the poultry flock,” 
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comments L. E. Hanson, Uni- 
versity of Illinois veterinarian. 
Poultrymen spend hours 
cleaning and disinfecting 
houses. But they may fail to 
disinfect shipping crates, feed 
sacks or equipment before re- 
turning them to the area. 


Hanson advises keeping 
a pan of disinfectant to step 
in before entering the flock 
area. And he adds, “Keep 
visitors out of poultry 
houses and yards, and stay 
out of theirs.” 


In addition to human visitors, 
there are other “guests” that 
should certainly be locked out, 
the veterinarian indicates. They 
are sparrows, rats, and mice. 
Disease outbreaks have been 
traced to these pests. 


Wild birds, such as pigeons 
or pheasants, have occasionally 
been responsible for fowl chol- 
era outbreaks. Poultry houses 
should be kept tight enough to 
prevent birds or rodents from 
entering. 

Isolation and sanitation, 
coupled with the wise use of 
drugs and vaccines, can help 
minimize poultry disease losses.

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Weeds, chemicals 
can poison livestock 


7}VERY YEAR there are a 

number of animals that die 

on Iowa farms because they 

have eaten poisonous weeds or 
chemicals. 

Some of the more common 
causes of these animal deaths 
are explained in this article. 
Each case described has actual- 
ly been encountered on farms 
in the past few years. 

Lead Poisoning: It isn’t un- 
common to see cattle poisoned 
by lead. Licking paint pails, 
even tho they are many months 
old, old storage batteries, newly 
painted buildings or any object 
containing lead will cause di- 
arrhea, labored breathing and 
sudden deaths. 

It only takes a small amount, 
just a few licks, to cause death. 
Fence off your junk piles, and 
burn out your paint pails before 
using them. 

Clay Pigeon Poisoning: Areas 
used for trap shoots are not safe 
for hog pastures due to particles 
of the clay pigeons, actually 
pitch, that the hogs will con- 
sume. In one recent case of 
hog poisoning, the ground had 
been plowed for years but the 
pitch particles were still present. 

Rat Poisons: Some rat poisons 
have been found to kill pigs, 
dogs, and cats when the product 
is consumed in fairly large 
amounts. In a single herd of 
hogs recently, 42 animals died 
from the poison. Feed fed to 
the hogs had been mixed in the 
same mixer used to prepare the 
rat bait. 

Treated Oats: Oats treated 
with mecurial compounds are 
dangerous te feed and can cause 
poisoning when fed in large 
amounts. If treated seed oats 
are available, be sure and mix 
them with untreated oats at the 
rate of one part treated oats to 
10 parts untreated. Don’t feed 
treated oats to chickens. 

Weed Killers: Weed killers 
are not poisonous in themselves, 
yet foliage treated with the pro- 
ducts and consumed by the ani- 
mals have been known to kill 
animals. 

Apparently, consumption of 
weeds and forage that the ani- 
mals would not normally eat be- 
fore treatment is the danger 
here. So it is usually the plant 
that is poisonous, not the chemi- 
cal itself, that does the serious 
damage. 

Insecticides: In general, all 
insecticides are not poisonous if 
used in proper amounts and 
dilutions. Yet some cases of 
poisonings are observed from 
over-dosages. In using insecti- 
cides, follow the directions on 
the bottle or container. The 
theory “if a little bit is good, a 
lot more will really be good” 
is not a wise one. 


Salt Poisoning: It’s difficult 
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to cause salt poisoning by feed- 
ing large amounts of salt. How- 
ever, it can be done easily when 
lots of salt is fed without enough 
water. Also, salt brine, or the 
salt solution around a block of 
salt, is poisonous. Keep the salt 
licks in a dry place. 

Sodium Fluoride: Sodium 
fluoride is an effective worm- 
er for swine. Still, it can be 
poisonous if used improperly. 
Some hogs are killed by the 
drug each year. 

The drug should be fed dry, 
never in a slop, and should be 
only fed in a quantity of one 
percent of the ration for 24 to 
48 hours. The drug should not 
be used for any animals other 
than hogs. 

Weeds: The cocklebur in the 
two-leaf stage is probably the 
greatest problem weed in this 
area. Pigs like this plant at this 
stage of growth and it is deadly. 
They are found early in the 
spring or sprout after a rain. 
The cocklebur is not dangerous 
as a mature plant. 

Nightshade, locoweed, milk- 
weed, larkspur, lupine, oak, 
hemlock, snakeroot and death 
camas are other common pol- 
sonous plants. 

Where these plants are plenti- 
ful and feed is scarce, a rotation 
of pasture or supplementing the 
ration is the best means of pre- 
vention. Have your veterinarian 
diagnose the trouble, tho, to be 
sure that poisonous weeds are 
the cause of the trouble. 

A more important group of 
plants that can cause trouble 
when they’re in a wilted stage 
(especially the second growth 
of the plant) includes sorghums, 
Johnson grass, sudan _ grass, 
flax and wild cherry. 

Freezing or drouth will pro- 
duce a wilting in young suc- 
culent shoots and produce prus- 
sic acid. This is dangerous when 
eaten by animals, but the for- 
age is safe when cured and 
dried, or when ensiled.—Dr. 
John Herrick, extension veteri- 
narian, Iowa State College.

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Sanitation helps prevent 
lumpy jaw disease 

Lumpy jaw is one of the most 
common causes of condemned 
cattle carcasses at packing 
houses. 

It is caused by tiny fungus 
organisms normally present in 
the mouth. Any injury to the 
mouth opens the way for infec- 
tion. Rough forage and close 
grazing are frequent causes of 
these mouth injuries in cattle. 

The organisms cause a hard 
swelling often affecting lower 
jawbone. There may be a dis- 
charge from the swelling at the 
surface of the skin. Affected 
cattle often have trouble eating 
and lose weight. 

Treatment frequently involves 
surgery. Some veterinarians 
report favorable results from in- 
jections made directly into the 
affected area. Intravenous in- 
jections may be used along with 
the local treatment. 

X-ray treatments have been 
successful. But their cost can 
be justified only in the case of 
valuable breeding animals. 

Lumpy jaw is also found in 
hogs and in other animals to a 
lesser extent. In hogs, it usually 
shows up as tumor formations 
on the udder of a sow nursing 
pigs. Cuts made by sharp needle 
teeth provide an opening for 
the infection. 

Lumpy jaw is best controlled 
by prevention. Good sanita- 
tion is important. Keep mouth 
injuries to a minimum by feed- 
ing forage in bunks rather than 
on the ground. Don’t let cattle 
overgraze a pasture. 

Any animal with the disease 
should be isolated to keep the 
germs from spreading. 


Compare heifer gains 

Spayed heifers gain more 
slowly in the feedlot than open 
heifers, according to recent Mon- 
tana research. 

Tho the spayed heifers re- 
quired more feed and gained 
more slowly, they did yield car- 
casses which graded higher. 


More benefit from drugs 
with good management 


Antibiotics are a real aid in 
livestock production. But they 
cannot, and were never intended 
to, replace good management. 

If you cut management and 
sanitation corners, you're get- 
ting only part of the benefit 
possible from antibiotics. Great- 
est gains come when use of 
these drugs is tacked onto 
some sound management prac- 
tices. 


Virus causes tumor 
A virus which causes skin 
warts on cattle can produce a 
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bladder tumor when it is in- 
jected into the urinary tract of 
calves, according to Wisconsin 
research. 

This finding is helpful to 
scientists who are studying can- 
cer in human beings. It sup- 
plies new leads and techniques 
for studying (1) how tumors 
start, (2) how they are trans- 
ferred from one orgay to an- 
other, and (3) what keeps them 
growing or prevents their 
growth. 


Heat means less mastitis 


Weather conditions seem to 
affect the occurrence of mastitis. 
California tests showed it to be 
less of a problem during hot 
weather months. But when 
temperatures dropped below 60 
degrees, more mastitis showed 
up. 


Buy breeding stock that 
is free of disease 

Check for several diseases 
when you are buying boars and 
gilts to go into your herd. 

Main diseases to look for are 
brucellosis, leptospirosis, rhin- 
itis, virus pneumonia, enteritis 
and erysipelas. 

Take a look at the whole herd, 
not just the animals you may 
want to buy. If the whole herd 
seems disease-free, your chance 
of getting healthy animals is 
much greater.

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New speed limits 


start July 


Here are changes in Iowa laws 
which may affect your driving 


OWA’S well known “reason- 
able and proper” speed limit 
has been scrapped. It will be 
replaced on July 4 by a series 
of shiny new laws passed by the 
recent legislature. 

The new laws make violations 
easier to pin on a speed-happy 
driver. With established speed 
limits, a court decision isn’t 
needed to interpret “reasonable 
and proper” for each case 
A daytime limit of 70 mph 
per hour) on primary 
highways was added to the pres- 
ent 60 mph nighttime limit. Pri- 
mary highways are state and 
federal roads under the super- 
vision of the lowa highway com- 
mission. 

An exception comes on the 
interstate network highways. 
Recognizing the advanced de- 
sign of these new roads, legisla- 
tors set 75 mph during the day 
and 65 mph at night as maxi- 
mum speed for all vehicles. 
Minimum speed of 40 mph was 
set for the interstate network. 

The old speed limit signs 
on the primary roads will 
be replaced by July 4, says 
the highway commission. 

That’s the date all the new 

speed limits go into effect. 


(miles 


Secondary roads also got 
speed limits. Secondary roads 
are county roads under the 
supervision of the county board 
of supervisors. Daytime limit 
is 60 mph; nighttime, 50 mph. 

Speed limit for signs for sec- 
ondary roads pose a problem 
for many counties. Most coun- 
ties aren’t equipped for quick 
and extensive sign work. Some 
may find signs a financial bur- 
den. Don’t look for many speed 
limit signs on secondary roads, 
but the speed limit will apply 
just the same. 

Autos weren’t the only vehi- 
cles getting speed limit changes. 
Busses, except school busses, 
were given a 60 mph limit on 
highways, both day and night. 
School busses were left with 
the 45 mph limit when trans- 
porting children to or from 
schools and 50 mph when on 
trips for education or extra- 
curricular activities. 

Top speed for vehicles pulling 
one or two wheel trailers was 
increased from 40 to 55 mph. 
The same increase was allowed 
tandem wheel trailers of limited 
size. 

The legislature didn’t 
stop with imposing speed 
limits. Additional enforce- 
ment effort was also auth- 
orized. 

An enabling act gave the lowa 
department of public safety 
authority to set up rules and 
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regulations for suspending driv- 
ers’ licenses. This act has some- 
times been referred to as “le- 
galizing the point system.” At 
any rate, it leaves the point 
system on firm ground without 
need for a supporting court 
decision. 

The act also allows bonus 
points—one point per year up 
to 5 consecutive years for driv- 
ers without conviction of a 
moving violation and without an 
accident in which the driver is 
at fault. 

Along with this, $250,000 
was appropriated to add 
25 members to the highway 
patrol. 

The patrol now includes 275 
uniformed patrolmen. Twenty- 
five of these are driver’s license 
examiners. 

This doesn’t mean that ad- 
ditional patrolmen will show up 
on the highway immediately. 
New men go thru a training 
program before they are as- 
signed to patrol duty. 

Training starts with 6 weeks 
of camp instruction. Then each 
man spends 2 to 4 months on the 
road with an experienced patrol- 
man before getting a beat of 
his own. 

“It may be the first of next 
year before we'll have the full 
effect of the increase,” says 
Russell Brown, public safety 
commissioner. 

“We'll move as fast as pos- 
sible to get the 25 men on the 
road — but without sacrificing 
training or quality.” 

One other change in Iowa's 
motor vehicle laws may also 
affect your driving. Use of 
“vield right of way” signs was 
authorized by the legislature. 

These signs are used exten- 
sively along the interstate net- 
work in other states. So they 
were authorized in Iowa chiefly 
to make interstate signing con- 
sistent. They may also find a 
use at intersections where there 
is a low volume of merging

Airplanes used to 
apply fertilizer 
FERTILIZER soon may be tak- 
ing to wings over mountain 
pastures and wet flatlands. In 
a North Carolina demonstra- 
tion, planes applied 25 tons of 
0-30-30 fertilizer on grasslands 
ranging from 30 to 60 percent 
in slope. 

Two planes topdressed 166 
acres in 2 days. Fields varied 
from 3 to 20 acres. Planes fer- 
tilized one acre every 3 minutes 
while actually operating. On 
this basis, the planes fertilized 
the rough land cheaper than it 
can be done by hand. 

Farmers in New Zealand top- 
dress between 8 and 10 million 
acres of pastures each year from 
planes—about 40 percent of the 
fertilizer used in that nation. 

Small and odd-shaped fields 
are problems, and weather is a 
crucial factor with aerial appli- 
cations. Nearby landing strips 
are needed for efficient opera- 
tions. Planes that carry bigger 
payloads would be helpful.

THE TREND appears to be to 
larger diameter silos.

Promising new product 
for parasite control 


PROMISING RESEARCH results 
have been reported by the Dow 
Chemical Company on Ruelene, 
a new product for the control 
of internal parasites in cattle 
and sheep. 

Tests conducted in three 
states showed excellent control 
of intestinal worms, according 
to the company’s report. In- 
festations in cattle were reduced 
as much as 98 percent after 
treatment with Ruelene. 

Treated lambs showed im- 
creases in gains after treatment. 
Lambs drenched with Ruelene 
showed a 94.4 reduction in egg 
counts 15 days after application, 
with a reading of 93.3 percent 
reduction 35 days after treat- 
ing. 

Ruelene is being developed 
as a wettable powder for appli- 
cation as a drench. Other appli- 
cation methods are being 
studied. The product is still un- 
der research and will not be on 
the market this year.

‘let's = talk farming’

I WONDER IF MOST FARMERS realize that each one owns a unique 
kind of insurance policy ... in good neighbors. Last year when our 
family had a string of health and accident troubles, neighbors came 
in to help out. Last month when neighbor Edna Heggen was quite 
sick and Arlo had to spend a lot of time at the hospital, neighbors 
rallied around to finish the plowing and to plant corn.

WHAT’S AHEAD 





TOTAL CATTLE SLAUGHTER for the first 4 months of 
the year was down about 7 percent from a year earlier. Calf 
kill was off 21 percent. Cow slaughter was down even more. 
A good part of this was made up by increased numbers 
of fed cattle. 


THESE ARE typical characteristics of a climb in cattle 
numbers. The low kill of cows and non-fed animals provides 
strength in the market for the heavier numbers of fed cattle. 
Normal numbers of the lower grades would bring present 
market prices to a lower level in a hurry. 


THIS IS THE RISK that cattle feeders take when they 
buy feeder cattle when cattle numbers are rising. Un- 
favorable weather in the range country can bring a 
sudden flood of fower grade animals to market. This is 
particularly true if a poor corn crop came iti the same 
season. 


BARRING BAD WEATHER, there’s little chance for 
cheap feeder cattle this fall. We are still in the expansion 
phase of the cattle cycle. The number of feeder cattle avail- 
able won’t be enough to depress prices to any great extent. 
In fact, the good corn crop and satisfactory fat cattle prices 
now in prospect promise a keen demand for the available 
feeders 


* * * 


RECENT MODERATE STRENGTH in the hog market can 
be expected to continue for the next few weeks. June is 
almost sure to be the low hog slaughter month this year. 
In July, early winter pigs will begin to show up on the mar- 
ket. From that point, prices can be expected to work down- 
ward. The big spring pig crop will see to that. 


THERE’S LITTLE POINT in holding hogs that are ready 
for market. Price increases will be small and docks on 
heavier weights could more than cancel any price rise. The 
practice of topping out the herd as animals reach market 
weights looks wise for the next several months. 


THIS IS a good time to give extra thought to your hog 
production plans for 1960. The June-August farrowings in- 
tentions reported by USDA show a 9 percent increase. These 
months are the first half of the fall pig season. Last year a 
17 percent increase in numbers brought a $5 drop in prices. 
Nine percent more hogs on top of last fall’s increase spells 
still lower prices next winter. 


IF YOUR hog production costs aren’t at rock bottom, you'll 
be wise to consider ways of shaving them further. The hog 
prices in prospect for 1960 leave no room for even small 
inefficiencies in your operation. 


* * * 


PRICES RECEIVED by farmers for food products were 
7 percent below the same period last year. Prices of these 
products in the retail grocery store were down one percent. 
Most of the drop in prices to farmers was eaten up by a 
3 percent climb in marketing charges. Farmers received 39 
cents of each dollar consumers spent for farm foods. 


LOOK FOR DEMAND for food to continue strong. 
Disposable income is up about 3 percent over a year ago. 
The business upswing has gone beyond the recovery 
point. Many of the key indicators of business activity 
are setting new records after regaining recession losses. 


IT’S NOT UNEXPECTED news that consumers are getting 
a good deal on food. But here are figures to back up the 
point. Last year money spent for food averaged $397 per 
person. This is 22.2 percent of the disposable income per 
person. If each consumer had purchased the same amount 
and types of food as in 1935-39, the cost would have been 
only $287—16 percent of the disposable income.
